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For those Christians who are seeking a sign for a future husband and wife 
don’t seek after signs other than the person being a fellow believer who 
loves the Lord. 


Paul states in 1 Corinthians 9:5 


Do we have no right to take along a believing wife, as do also the other 
apostles, the brothers of the Lord, and Cephas? 


If Adam and Eve was to wait for a sign they wouldn’t of gotten married and 
we would of never been. The biggest sign among the two was that they 
were both human and the only humans. Who would of she be waiting for 
Mr Gorilla, he was already taken and wasn’t human. 


There are many Christians who are now rejecting many godly Christian 
woman and Christian men to search after signs. This reminds me of 1 
Corinthians when it states 1 Corinthians 1:22 For Jews request a sign, and 
Greeks seek after wisdom; 


When Jesus was on earth he did many signs but the Jews refuse to believe 
in him, why because no sign is good enough to cause a person to believe. 


Matthew 12:38 Then some of the scribes and Pharisees answered, saying, 
“Teacher, we want to see a sign from You.” 


Matthew 16:1 Then the Pharisees and Sadducees came, and testing Him 
asked that He would show them a sign from heaven. 


John 4:48 Then Jesus said to him, “Unless you people see signs and 
wonders, you will by no means believe.” 


Jesus healing a the blind , death , dumb , resurrecting the dead and fulfilling 
prophecy wasn’t good enough. 


Many times the devil himself gives signs and God would allow it. 


2 Thessalonians 2:9 The coming of the lawless one is according to the 
working of Satan, with all power, signs, and lying wonders, 


Why because of them rejecting a godly Christian man or woman who 
represents Christ in search of what the Bible tells us not to do. 


Luke 10:16 He who hears you hears Me, he who rejects you rejects Me, and 
he who rejects Me rejects Him who sent Me.” 


Seeking after signs at times was a thing that was permissive in the Old 
Testament but not for a wife or a husband moreover not in the New. But it 
could even become occultic and make God mad. Because you are testing 
God. Asking for a sign from God is testing him especially when he had 
made his will so clear in the Bible. 


Matthew 16:1 Then the Pharisees and Sadducees came, and testing Him 
asked that He would show them a sign from heaven. 


We are told not to put God to the Test. 


Matthew 4:7 NIV, LEB, ESV, BBE, AMP states Jesus answered you shall 
not put the Lord your God to the test. 


We only have in one occasion God giving a sign to Abraham’s servant 
when finding a wife for Issac but it wasn’t that he was seeking a wife for 
himself but for his master. 


Genesis 24:12-21 Then he said, “O Lord God of my master Abraham, 
please give me success this day, and show kindness to my master Abraham. 
Behold, here I stand by the well of water, and the daughters of the men of 
the city are coming out to draw water. Now let it be that the young woman 
to whom I say, ‘Please let down your pitcher that I may drink,’ and she 
says, ‘Drink, and I will also give your camels a drink’—let her be the one 
You have appointed for Your servant Isaac. And by this I will know that 
You have shown kindness to my master.” And it happened, before he had 
finished speaking, that behold, Rebekah, who was born to Bethuel, son of 
Milcah, the wife of Nahor, Abraham’s brother, came out with her pitcher on 
her shoulder. Now the young woman was very beautiful to behold, a virgin; 
no man had known her. And she went down to the well, filled her pitcher, 
and came up. And the servant ran to meet her and said, “Please let me drink 
a little water from your pitcher.”So she said, “Drink, my lord.” Then she 


quickly let her pitcher down to her hand, and gave him a drink. And when 
she had finished giving him a drink, she said, “I will draw water for your 
camels also, until they have finished drinking.” Then she quickly emptied 
her pitcher into the trough, ran back to the well to draw water, and drew for 
all his camels.And the man, wondering at her, remained silent so as to know 
whether the Lord had made his journey prosperous or not. 


Now this was done so Issac would have a Woman who was a believer and 
of his father’s family. 


Genesis 24:2-4 


So Abraham said to the oldest servant of his house, who ruled over all that 
he had, “Please, put your hand under my thigh, and I will make you swear 
by the Lord, the God of heaven and the God of the earth, that you will not 
take a wife for my son from the daughters of the Canaanites, among whom I 
dwell; but you shall go to my country and to my family, and take a wife for 
my son Isaac.” 


Look at the field there are many believers and from the Father’s family go 
and find one who loves the Lord and you are guaranteed God’s blessing on 
it. For it is God who puts them in your path. 


Matthew 19:6 So then, they are no longer two but one flesh. Therefore what 
God has joined together, let not man separate.” 


Are Christians now denying the sovereignty of God to protect them when 
they do the will of God in finding a godly Christian mate? It is important to 
note that after the Holy Spirit came upon the church at the day of Pentecost 
we don’t read them throwing lots anymore to see the will of God for they 
had the Holy Spirit. A person who’s seeking too much signs is showing to 
the world that they lack the Holy Spirit in their lives and probably are not 
true Christians. 


What he did for a Old Testament Saint he is not going to do for all 
Christians for example we don’t have a promise in the Bible where he said 
he will have every 90 year old Christian woman bear a Son. That promise 
was specifically for Sarah and not for every woman who reads the Bible. 


When reading the Bible we need to pay attention of the context. You know 
the verses before and after. The who is the promise in reference to , is it a 
promise for all or only to those living in that time. A other example Mary 
was told she was to bear the Messiah as a virgin. So is every virgin 
Christian woman is suppose to be bearing the Messiah? I think not. This 
was a one Time event never to be done again. 


Where do we read in the New Testament to seek after a sign for a mate . 
When did Adam , Noah , Abraham, Isaac, or Jacob or any of the old 
Testament Saints ever ask God for a sign when choosing a wife other than 
her being a believer in the Lord. But we’re living in a Time never mind the 
Bible I know better, I have a revelation ,I have a vision, I have a dream, I 
have a prophecy, doesn’t matter if it lines up with the scripture or not. 
We’re more after the fables then the actual word of God and that my friends 
is leaving many to deception and apostasy. 


2 Timothy 4:3-4 


For the time will come when they will not endure sound doctrine, but 
according to their own desires, because they have itching ears, they will 
heap up for themselves teachers; 


and they will turn their ears away from the truth, and be turned aside to 
fables.
